The  woman  iras  taken 
down  to  headquarters  and  shoarn 
hundreds  of  photograph.s.  .Several 
irell-known  gangsters  were  arrested 
and  paraded  before  her,  but  she 
failed  te  recognise  any  of  them.  Tha 
man  turned  up  later  of  Us  own  ac- 
cord He  was  a  musician  snd  did 
carry  a  TloUn  case,  and  that  was 
that. 

Guards  on  the  subway  trains  irsre 
questioned  without  reeults;  tha 
change-makers  tat  the  station  were 
questioned.  The  street  car  con- 
ductors and  motormeii  whone  cwi 
uere  due  In  that  n<>lghl>orhood  at 
the  lime  had  seen  no  one  suspi- 
cious person.  No  taxi  men  had 
carried  any  awapleioBa  looldng  paa> 
ssngsrs  away  fram  the  vicinity  of 
the  field  that  afternoon  Oradtially, 
because  nothing  could  be  added  lo 
what  was  already  known,  Interest  in 
the  murder  dwindled.

British  farmers  fail  in  competition  with  the 
farmers  of  new  countries  for  reasons  that  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  inefliciency  of  the  former. 
The  main  reason,  says  Mr.  John  Boyd  Orr,  Is 
that  the  cost  of  production  is  higher  in  Britain. 
Ill  new  countries  farming  is  run  on  extensive 
inothod.s,  which  t;)ve  a  lower  output  per  acre 
but  a  much  higher  output  iter  man.  In  Britain 
there  are  small  farms  where  there  is  a  lughcr 
out-put  per  acre  and  a  much  lower  output  per 
man.  In  the  Argentine  there  are  cattle  ranches 
where  one  man  can  look  after  three  or  four 
hundi  !  ii  ad  of  cattle.  In  Britain  cattle  undergo 
indoor  fattening  in  Winter  and  require  more 
than  ten  times  the  amount  of  labor  to  look  after 
the  same  amount  of  ca'  ic  i  m  the  Argentine. 
Thus  it  Is  the  amount  of  labor  required  in 
Brltahi  that  makes  for  the  high  co.st  of  pro- 
duction. 

Mr.  Orr  says  It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
preeent  low  price  of  /ood  is  a  danger  to  supply 
and  that  pro<^^ction  will  1  •  i.ir  un remunerative 
and  farmers  will  cease  producing.  He  believes 
that  those  who  tntartahi  this  fear  underestimate 
the  eaea  oC  production  and  the  urge  to  produce. 
In  the  methods  of  prod  .  w'tlon  there  Is  conthiuous 
Improvement,  and,  while  the  cost  of  production 
Is  steadily  fallliiK,  it  i.s  dilBcult  to  predict  the 
level  to  which  it  wiU  faU  In  the  Xuturt.  Then 
be  foes  on  to  say: 

"In  any  ca.se,  at  the  present  low  p  .  .  ;t  la 
dlSleuit  to  stop  the  production  of  wheat.  Inter- 
BaUMUd  eooferenees  move  from  one  capital  to 
another  trying  to  rvolvt-  a  .scheme  to  limit  pro- 
duction, and  so  far  the  united  power  and 
avthorltgr  of  the  govemmentt  concerned  are  find- 
ing Rlmo.st  Insuperable  dlfBcultles  in  stopping 
people  from  growhig  wheat.  The  same  Is  true 
•r  most  other  foodslslh.  Hie  grass  wlU  grow 
and  the  cattle  and  .sheep  will  reproduce  with  a 
supreme  indlflerence  to  the  world  price  for  beef 

or  mutton  FNtfi  ftnlt,  which  at  one  time 

was  a  luxury  In  Wlnt«»  eojoyed  onlv  by  the 
relatively  weU-to-do.  U  MW  bold  off  barrows  In 
the  streeCi  la  the  pomt  dMrktc  of  our  elUes 
to  the  great  hBprovMMol  of  tht  hMNh  of  the 
lommunltj.".
